The American aviators were en- 
camped when the enemy machines were 
signalling as crossing the line. Fifteen 
minutes later sighted the enemy ma- 
chines and immediately engaged them. 

Both the captured. machines -were 
placed on exhibition in the public 
square of a town behind the American 
line, where they were viewed by thou- 
sands of persons, who came from miles 
around. 

The French general commanding the 
zone in which the machines were shot 
down congratulated the Americans on 
their “beautiful exploit.’ 

Both lieutenants were awarded the 
war cross.

Concentrated Artillery Fire. 

A concentrated artillery fire on the 
American position in the St Mihiel sec- 
tor began Saturday morning. It was 
resumed with increased vigor just be- 
fore midnight, and continued intermit- 
tently until nearly daybreak. The Ger- 
mans then laid down a barrage and 
leaped over the parapets and reached 
the American front line trenches close- 
ly behind, the barrage. 

At this moment the American infan- 
try burst from their shelters, attack- 
ing the enemy with grenades and bayo- | 
net. 

The struggle continued back and 
forth for some time, but over most of 
the front involved the American troops 
were completely victorious, as was evi- 
dent from the heavy toll of enemy dead 
and wounded. . 

At another point a large enemy force 
surrounded twenty-five Americans in 
front of their trenches. The Americans 
suddenly attacked and killed several of 
‘the Germans and returned to their 
trenches uninjured and bringing prison- 
ers. 

Germans Claim Success. 

Berlin, April 14.—(CVia London.)— 
German troops, according to the of- 
ficial report from headquarters today, 
made a successful attack against the 
Americans north of St. Mihiel. The 
Germans claim to have inflicted heavy 
losses and to have taken prisoners.

“North of St. Mihiel we carried out 
@ successful thrust against American 
troops. - We inflicted heavy losses on 
them and brought back prisoners.”

Oyster Bay, N. Y., April 14.—Colonel 
Theodore Roosevelt received today the 
German bullet which wounded but 
failed to kill,his son, Captain ‘“‘Archie’”’ 
Roosevelt, during a recent engagement 
in NO Man’s Land in France. With the 
bullet came a message from young 
Loosevelt, telling his father that he 
expects soon to be out of the hospital 
and back in the American trenches. 

Both bullet and message were deliv- 
ered to the former president today by 
Dr. O. H. le Mason, foreign secretary 
of the Y. M. C. A., who fought under the 
colonel in the Spanish-American war. 
Dr. Mason was recalled from France to 
campaign in this state for the Liberty 
Loan. 

The colonel displayed emotion when 
Dr. Mason drew from his pocket a bag 
containing the bullet which shattered 
his son’s left arm. His face brightened, 
however, and’he gave vent to a ‘bully!’ 
when Dr. Mason told him that Archie 
was wounded while dragging three 
comrades from a spot under full fire.

“I have been in the trenches and serv- 
ed in the hospitals of France, and piti- 
ful sights are common there, but to 
me the most pathetic of all, the most 
hopeless are the moments when the 
brave young wives of my country come 
to say farewell to their loved ones, 
the victims of German shot and shell,” 
Mile. Celine Rott told a Constitution 
reporter last night. 

The speaker has come to America 
in the interest of “The Fatherless 
Children of France,’ under the auspices 
of an organization headed by Marshal 
Joffre, greatest of French heroes. This 
work has gained great headway in 
many of the largest cities of the Unit- 
ed States, and will be launched in 
Atlanta at a meeting held in the Cap- 
ital City club at 4 o’clock this after- 
noon, at which this noted young 
Frenchwoman, who has served France 
well, and has been decorated for brav- 
ery under fire, will make the princi- 
pal address. The meeting will be un- 
der the auspices of the National League 
for Woman's Service, Mrs. W. L Peel, 
chairman, and every man, woman and 
child interested in the cause of the 
ajlies is invited and urged to be pres- 
ent. 

“Ne One te Care for Them.” 

‘T still remember one case,” said 
Mile. Rott. “It seems to me now, 
even with the ,horror of other war 
scenes so fresh in my memory, that 
I shall never be able to forget. A 
young French soldier had been gassed 
and his wife had been notified that she 
must come at once, ur never see him 
alive. 

“She came with baby in her arms, 
a small child tagging at her dress. 
The poor husband was conscious, but 
could not speak. He held her hand, 
looked into her eyes, and oh, the agony 
on his face. He seemed to say—did 
say, for looks can speak louder than 
words—My poor wife. and children, 
poor little ones, Who will take care of 
them - when I am gone!’ 

‘The Frenchman is the most devoted 
of fathers. He lives his life for prac- 
tically one thing. That his children 
may grow up well and strong and good, 
may receive a decent education,. and 
then be able to do their part in the 
world—for democracy. 

“And now that 600,000 children of 
France are fatherless, the only way 
that the beautiful dream of thosé men, 
who have gone over the river in the 
cause of liberty, in the defense of 
homes, little ones, woman’s honor, from 
the ravages of the Huns, can come 
true is for America to help. 

“All told there were some 150,000 
destitute children. The others have 
been taken care of by friends or rel- 
atives. Some fifty thousand have al- 
ready found foster-parents. This leaves

The statement follows: 

‘The United States steamship Cy- 
clops, navy collier of 19,000 tons dis- 
placement, loaded with a cargo of 
manganese, and with a personnel on 
poard of 15 officers and 221 men of the 
crew, and 57 passengers, is overdue at 
an Atlantic pdrt since March 13. She 
last reported at one of the West Indian 
fislands on March 4 and since her de- 
parture from that port, no trace of her 
nor any information concerning her has 
been obtained. Radio calls to the Cy- 
clops from all points have been made 
and vessels sent to search for her along 
her probable route and areas in which 
she might be,. with no success.. 

“No well founded reason can be given 
to explain the Cyclops being overdue, 
as no radio communication with or trace 
of her has been had since leaving the 
West Indian port. The weather in the 
area in which the vessel must have 
passed has not been bad and could 
hardly have given the Cyclops trouble. 
While a raider or submarine could be 
responsible for her loss, there have 
been no reports that would indicate 
the presence of either in the locality 
in which the Cyclops was. ; 

“It was known that one of the two 
engines of the Cyclops was injured and 
that she was proceeding at a reduced 
speed with one engine compounded. 
This fact would have no effect on her 
ability to communicate by radio, for 
even if her main engines were totally 


disabled, the ship would still be ca- 
pable of using her radio plants. 

“The search for the Cyclops still 
continues, but the navy department 
feels extremely anxious as to her 
safety.”

All of which leads to the conclusion that | 


in a purely economic sense, exclusive of all 
others, the war is already proving a poten- 
tial blessing to the negro. It is teaching 
him valuable lessons in industry, thrift and 
frugality; it is teaching him how to be self- 
helpful, and how to gain prosperity through 
his own industry. And it goes without say- 
ing that no post-bellum business readjust- 
ments will imperil this. brand of prosperity 
—as they can imperil no prosperity that is 
grounded in the soil. 


GET THESE OUTLAWS! 


In Lowndes county a night or two ago six 
cattle dipping vats, erected at the expense 


of enterprising and progressive farmers, | 


were, according to reports to the authorities 
at Valdosta, blown up and ruined by a band 
of obstructionary dynamiters. 

Without knowledge as to the personnel of 
the outlaw band, it is patent that every mem- 
ber of it—whether composed of three men or 
a dozen—is not only an unworthy citizen, 
but a desperado and a menace to the com- 
munity which harbors him and to the state. 
The iron hand of justice should be clamped 
down upon such men and they should be put 
where they can dc no more harm. 

Down in that promising and fertile sec- 
tion of the state the Georgia Landowners’ as- 
sociation is holding daily and nightly meet- 
ings in the country schoolhouses of the vart- 
ous counties, encouraging the farmers and 
stockmen to join in the fight against the 
cattle tick—a pest that is annually costing 
thousands upon thousands of dollars in loss 
of beef, milk and leather production in 
Georgia. 

The most approved, and by experience 
the thoroughly proven means of eradicating 
the cattle tick, is the dipping vat. The wide- 
awake country people of south Georgia are 
organizing against the cattle tick and almost 
every community which has not already done 
so is preparing to send a delegation to the 
county seat to impress upon the county 
commissioner the necessity of appropriating 
funds with which to assist the individual 
citizens in the construction of dipping vats, 
the objective being to make Georgia tick-free 
in the shortest possible time. 

But how futile it is to build dipping vats 
at cost in time, energy and cash, while a 
handful of roving fanatical dissenters, essay- 
ing the role of bandits riding by night, is at 
large and free to follow, armed with dynamite, 
and in a foray lay waste the efforts of weeks 
or months by the enterprising and worthy 
majority element of the community! 

That thing must stop in Georgia!, 

Those dynamiters should be taught that 
Georgia is a state of law and order, and of 
progress, and it behooves the authorities of 
every county in which this form of outlawry 
still livesand such counties are few—to 
concentrate their attention upon the busi- 
ness of stamping it out. 

A few examples of this kind would do a 
world of good. 


THE LOYAL SPIRIT. 


To “help till it hurts” is what the people 
everywhere should be willing to do until 
the war is won. 

Notable examples of this loyal, patriotic 
spirit are in evidence on all sides—willing- 
ness to serve and sacrifice for the country’s 
sake. 

And one of. the most noteworthy in- 
stances of the spirit of service came to light 
recently through the action of the people 
of Grimes county, Texas, as related in The 
Houston Post: 

The people of Grimes county are well- 
to-do, economical, and thrifty. They have 

. the money with which to buy food ana 
other essentials and luxuries. They are 
provident, too, and when they found a 
scarcity of flour in sight they orderéd a 
supply. But the people of Grimes county 
are patriots. As the supply of flour was 
rolling to them over the rails that tie 
Minnesota to Texas, the people of Grimes 
county were impressed with the fact that 

“our boys in France” have none too large 

a supply of flour. Once that fact intruded 

itself upon them, the people of Grimes 

céunty offered their supplies of flour to 
the government for “our boys in France,” 
and announged that hereafter thiedike 
people of Grimes county, in the state of 

Texas—would eat no more flour until 

every need in France is met. 

That sort of patriotism doesn't mean 
one step only on the Service road, but im- 
plies willingness to go the whole way—to 
meet all emergencies; to anticipate the 
country’s needs, and give till all is given! 

And that the spirit of it takes in the 
whole country is, in and of itself, the 
strength to keep the country steadfast to 
the day of victory. 

We must give and serve as we can—all 
with the same high, patriotic purpose. 

On the general line of helpfulness the 
Tifton (Ga.) Gazette has this other little 
story: 

A Colquitt county farmer walked up to 
the U. D. C. booth and bought $1,000 
worth of thrift stamps. That was a record 
for this section, and shows that the rural] 
population of Colquitt is awaking to the 
fact that we are at war. We expect to 
see many farmers in Tift county lay 
away $1,000 against a rainy day in gov- 
ernment bonds before the Third Liberty 
Loan is subscribed. 

Awaking to the full meaning of the fact 
that we are at war, the people are ready to 
meet war’s demands.

Good Roads Pioneer 
Makes Strong Plea 
For New Road Laws 


T — 

Editor Constitution: That quarter of a 
million dollar automobile tax fund that is 
to be distributed to the counties of Georgia 
for road building should be fully twice the 
amount (the tax in Alabama is $8 for flivver) 
and then used in building state highways 
first north and south, then east and west. 

Put with this automobile fund a like 
amount annually, one-half out of the gov- 
ernment road fund and one-half by the coun- 
ties through which the highway would go. 
With a million a year expended on atate 
highways, Georgia would soon have roads 
that all the people would be justly proud of, 
roads that serve the people, both local ana 
tourist. 

The 


fact that the road today from Ten- 
nessee to the Florida line !s practically 
graded and bridged, would make the million 
a year go a long ways, both north and south, 
of Macon. Also in the building of pro- 
posed highways no city or town limits should 
be recognized—make them good all the way. 
The city or town usually pays from one- 
fourth to three-fourths of the country taxes 
in which it is located. 

Now, to satisfy the always ready kicker 
as to who would pay for highways. The auto- 
mobile owner pays half; no kick there. He 
is more than anxious for a highway connect- 
ing with other state highways. Let one- 
fourth be taken from the government state 
highway appropriation, which, considering 
the mileage and territory covered, would be 
in all fairness to the balance of the state 
and would be approved by the government. 
Let the other fourth be paid by the counties 
through which the highway is located, each 
county .paying its share of the cost of its 
mileage. 

Then let the highway, at least in part, be 
maintained in future by the state automobile 
tax.

Only Paper Clothes Can Be Bought in Germany Now

Few Wear Mourning. 

Early in the war mourning black was 
everywhere. It is still allowed, but a great 
many families go without, partly from econ- 
omy, parily because it was said that the 
kaiser disapproved, and partly because .of 
the red tape to be gone through with before 
one can secure a “schein.” Not to mention 
more elaborate formalities, applicants must 
submit the death certificate. 

It is not only the scarcity 
torments warring Germany, it is also the 
quality of what cloth exists. Almost every 
one wears shoddy: almost every one com- 
plains in winter of not being anything like 
warm enough. How I pitied the children 
who had no stockings inside their wooden 
shoes. Quite frequently those were the 
children of upper class Germans. 

Wooden shoes abound in Germany and 
the streets are all uproariously a-clatter 
with the wooden sandals of German chil- 
dren, while people who had never tried on 
a wooden shoe before the war, let alone 
wearing one, are thoroughly accustomed to 
the experience now. It apparently involves

posed. The wooden shoe of wartime is not 
the boatlike sabot one has seen in pictures, 
but simply a leather or mock leather shoe 
with a wooden sole or a wooden sandal with- 
out uppers. Sometimes the maker gives the 
sole a degree of pliability by imserting a 
hinge. 
High Prices for Shoes. 

To obtain all-leather shoes, if any exist— 
or even all-imitation leather shoes—you 
must be prepared to pay a fairly high price 
and lead up to the transaction by showing 
a worn-out pair. This helps to explain why 
men are constantly coming to your door and 
offering good money for cast-off shoes; they 
can sell them to people who will use them 
as exhibit A of dire and desperate need and 
thus secure a “schein” to buy new ones. 

On purchasing the new pair one goes di- 
rect to the cobbler to have him nail scraps 
of real leather (leavings from the factories 
that make boots for the army) all over the 
soles. Qtherwise, sure as fate, the thing 
will happen that happened to me, and it 
will happen speedily. I neglected this pre- 
caution, and in less than no time found a 
hole as big as a silver dollar. 

As rubber hs vanished, no one in Ger- 
many can buy .bber overshoes. Rubber 
elastic garters are replaced by spirals of 
wire, rubber raincoats by imitation rubber 
raincoats—brownish, ugly, and semi-trans- 
parent. 

Silk you can buy without a “schein,” but

Poor wretches! They look “down and 
out,’ and by their clothes continually re- 
mind themselves and one another of war 
and its calamities. Next to the food short- 
age, the clothes shortage, with its attendant 
exasperations and discomforts, is perhaps the 
most potent of the influences that are un- 
dermining morale among the German people. 
For there is a sense in which “clothes make 
the man.” If wretched and hideous and 
shockingly dear, they break his spirit. And 
the spirit behind the lines in Germany is not 
only breaking, it has broken. Among the 
masses, it may now be designated without 
much exaggeration as , the spirit that wel- 
comes “peace at any price.”

Miss Virginia Murray, of Washington city, 
representing the United States government in 
protective work for’ girls in communities 
where national cantonments or _ military 
camps are established; spent yesterday in the 
city making a partial survey of this work 
in the Atlanta field. 

“Yes, the work is in progress, and there 
has been good accomplished, but the commu- 
nity has not yet furnished the co-operation 
in backing which the government had hoped 
for in the protection of the girls of the 
community, both from the standpoint of 
morals and the physical welfare of the com- 
munity,” stated Miss Murray when asked 
what had been done for the protection of 
wayward girls Rere. 

Miss Murray came to Atlanta soon after 
the national cantonment was — established 
to inaugurate a system of welfare work 
which has been found necessary in war times, 
both in the military camps of the war zone 
and the home cantonments preparing men 
for war. 

“To make it plain, the government sees 
the necessity everywhere the cantonments 
are to look after the moral protection of 
girls from the standpoint of their virtue and 
the physical welfare of the soldiers,” said 
Miss Murray. 

Conditions Here. 


“Conditions in Atlanta are no worse, no 
better than those in other places, but there 
is more community co-operation in some cit- 
ies than in others. 

“Three things necessary for the initia- 
tion of work in Atlanta were accomplished 
in January; one, the appointment of a board 
of prominent citizens to aid in the work; 
another the establishment of a ward in the 
Grady hospital to look after girls and wom- 
en—a physical menace; &nd the establish- 
ment of a detention home at Buckhead to 
deal with cases where women or girls had 
to be protected, or the community pro- 


tected against them, pending court decisions, 
or the best disposition oftheir cases.” 

Miss Murray here commended the activity 
of the board of citizens interested in the 
work, which includes Judge Broyles, Dr. 
W. L. Gilbert, of the county commissioners: 
Dr. W. W. Memminger, representing the 
churchmen of the city, and Mrs. Hartwell 
Spain, Mrs. Emily MacDougald, Mrs. Joseph 
Moody and Mrs. W. G. Bryan. 

“The need for the ward at the Grady has 
a record to prove it, which any citizen can 
see, and the record of cases at the detention 
home are likewise open to the public,” said 
Miss Murray. “There have been 87 women 
and girls who have come under the work 
attempted by the agency. 


Weak Points in Work. 


“The weak points in the work in this 
community lie in the lack of enforcement 
of certain public health laws, not generally 
known, and the lack of a place to send girl 
offenders pending their time of trial, fol- 
lowing arrests on definite charges. 

“Holding them in the police stations for 
days, or even in the city or county prisons, 
hampers the protection of many a situation, 
where a girl could be helped and sent on 
a better way, and on the other hand gives 
the girl who is experienced and clever the 
opportunity to protect herself legally and 
continue a career that makes her a public 
menace. 

‘This in many cases could not continue 
if the enforcement of public health laws 
were held to, and your city physician were 
allowed to extend the duties of his office 
into city prisons, jails, etc., and in the cases 
of women coming before the’ court and 
proven guilty of immoral charges. 

“They are tried, sentenced, fined or im- 
prisoned. Then at the end of a certain time 
they go back to the streets.

In this 
“orthopedic department” some guaranteed 
“expert” looks at your feet and “diagnoses” 
your trouble. He then proceeds to exhibit 
some pathological appliances, and you feel 
that you are in a bad way. All of which 
is the shoemaker’s system of dealing with 
normal feet that will have nothigg but nor- 
mal shoes. The abnormal only is fashion- 
able or correct; the normal !s common, vul- 
Sar, uncouth. 

The diameter of the forward part of a 
normal foot meets the diameter of the back- 
ward part at an angle of about 35 degrees 
off the straight line. That is to say, a 
strong. well formed foot not cramped in 
wrongly shaped shoes turned in, not out. 
. Our inefficient, flat-footed, mollycoddle 
grandparents must have conspired with the 
shoemakers in evolving the monstrosity 
which is deemed fashionable today. At any 
rate it seems impossible to pound into the 
shoemaker’s cranium the fact that the hu- 
man foot has a marked angle of adduction 
(inward list) and not abduction (outward 
list) as one finds in ultra-fashionable shoes 

Wear shoes made to fit your feet and 
you will have no trouble from calluses. Pinch, 
twist and deform the foot to fit the fash- 
ionable shoe and you invite trouble of all 
sorts. 

Women almost instinctively torture them- 
selves and weaken their bodies in their 
Slavery to custom. As for the shoes, after 
all, nothing is cheaper or more common 
than a startingly fitted, foxy, front row 
chorus shoe; and nothing more attractive 
than a dash of common sense in the attire 
of a cultured woman.

The Remedy. 

“But on this, my second visit since March, 
I feel that the work is going to be better 
understood, and our plans more definite, 
though Atlanta has failed directly in her 
part in furnishing the two police women 
promised; these furnished by every other 
city where there is a camp. 

“The chief of police approved the crea- 
tion of women police officers to co-operate 
with us in our work. The police commission 
approved it. Mayor Candler approved it, 
not only officially, but in a subsequent con- 
ference he had with me; but the finance com- 
mittee refused to make the necessary ap- 
propriation to pay the women. 

“Therefore, the only worker we have had 
has been Miss Jane Simpson, who repre- 
sents the government agency in the matter. 

“T have had a most satisfactory conference 
with the city attorney who will co-operate 
with us in our more definite plan of work,” 
said Miss Murray; “especially as the work 
relates to public health. I have been as- 
sured the aid of the United States public 
health agency here, now working with the 
city health department; also the representa- 
tive of the southeastern division, United 
States law enforcement department, Mr. Al- 
len Johnston.” 

The Ordinance. 

The ordinance which Miss Murray be- 
lieves should be more generally enforced fol- 
lows: 

(Section 2093—Prison Physician—Terms. 
Nomination. Election. Duties.) 

The office of city prison physician is 
hereby created at a salary of $1,200 per an- 
num, payable monthly. Said physician is to 
be nominated by the committee on prisons. 
subject to confirmation of the mayor and 
general council. The term of office shall be 
for one year from the date of election and 
he shall be elected by vote of the mayor and 
general council as other members are elected 
by that body at the first meeting following 
the approval of this ordinance. He shall 
give his entire time to the city prison, po- 
lice station or barracks and all prisoners 
while in charge of any of the officers of the 
city, especially the prisoners atthecity prison 
and while at work upon the streets, going to 
and from thelr work or wherever they may 
be. The purpose being that he shall give 
his immediate and full attention to the phys- 
ical condition of these city prisoners so 
that they may not be used, worked, or treat- 
ed in any manner except such as may be hu- 
mane and consistent with their physical con- 
dition. He shall examine all prisoners when 
taken to the city prison or stockade and asx 
frequently thereafter as may be necessary 
to ascertain if they are suffering from any 
infectious or contagious disease, and !{t shal! 
be his duty at this prison to see that no 
healthy prisoner shall be furnished or oc- 
cupy a bed previously occupied or fur- 
nished to a diseased prisoner until cleaned 
or sterilized, nor shall such healthy pris-. 
oners be furnished with or eating or 
drinking vessels previously used by diseased | 
prisoners. The physician shall make such 
inspections as to secure the frequent wash- 
ing of blankets, bedding, clothing of pris- 
oners end the cleaning of buildings and clos- 
ets and of the compartments thereof, and 
see thet same are kept in a healthful condi- 
tion and sanitary. The city prison physi- 
cian shall report and confer with the super- 
intendent of city prisons,,but in any case 
of any disagreement between them, all such 
disagreements shall be immediately referred 
to the committee on city prisons, whose de- 
cision shall be final. 

Section 8094—In case of disagreement be- 
tween said physician and police authorities 
concerning prisoners, the police board shall 
finally decide. 

Miss Murray’s Survey. 

Miss Murray's survey of the moral and 
physical conditions surrounding military 
camps have carried her to Mississippi, 
Louisiana, Alabama and Florida. | 

She has recently return from visits to 
Birmingham, Anniston, Montgomery, Jack- 
econville, Pensacola, Macon and Augusta, tak- 
ing jnitiative steps for the government in 
conditions which create the 
problem of the social evil—one which may 
threaten the very heart of the military camp, 
and, if not controlled, extend itself into the 
very heart of the adjoining communities.

When they came to the entrance 
they found the door locked, and a few 
minutes later the negro bootblack told 
them he had the key, and unlocked the 
door. Rushing in they found the eleva- 
tor man dead in the elevator, shot 
through the breast.
